A 1901 De Dion was discovered in 
Crewe in 1934. Apparently it had broken 
down in that town exactly thirty years 
ago, and had been abandoned. A tree 
had to be cut down to get it out of the 
derelict shed in which it had originally 
heen hidden away. An 1898 Beeston 
Tricycle represents the earliest days of 
the great Humber Company. 

Many of these old cars have been used 
on farms for years to drive chaff-cutters 
and so forth, while quite a few have 
spent the last quarter of a century for- 
gotten, half-buried, overgrown with grass 
and weeds, used only as nesting places by 
rats. They have been hunted out by 
their present owners, and with infinite 
patience and labour restored to their 
original condition and made fit once 
again to take the road.

In the past they had invapiably 
surrendered their allotments if the land was 
required for housing or other purpose, but 
they felt. that the time had now come when 
they were entitled to ask the authorities re- 
sponsible to take steps to schedule certain 
areas for use for allotments and other such

á ‘gt Mr. J. J. Rowe, Dublin Cor- 
poration, outlined the history of the allot- 
ment movement, and said that since 1926 the 
number of allotments had steadily increased.

Concluding, Mr. Rowe said :—* References 
have been made from time to time to the 
creation of .a large tract of onea space by 
means of a green belt around the city, in- 
copporating where. practicable existing. open 
spaces and parks. Where this “‘belt”’ will 
be situated has not been decided, but 
presumably it will for the most part be close 
to or outside the existing city boundary. “ If 
agreement were come to between the Cor- 
poration and the Dublin County Council and 
approved by the Minister for al Govern- 
ment and Public Health as to its situation, it 
might be possible for the Corporation in 
future only to seek™to acquire for allotments 
land situated within the proposed green belt 
and thus ensure a reasonable prospect of 
plotholders remaining undisturbed for a con- 
siderable period of time.” 

Mr. Martin O'Sullivan said that the 
Association was doing great social and civic 
work, and it was unfortunate that they did 
not know where they stood. Preliminary 
work in connection with the Town Planning 
Act would begin within the next fortnight, 
and he suggested that the Association shoul 
mark out certain areas for preservation. 

Mrs. Cosgrave seconded.

ossible to explore the inner 
recegses of Mr. Heron's mind, one imagines 
that his reflections are not quite free from 
anxiety as he takes over command to-day. 
Recogniaing, as he must, that in many im- 
portant “respects the mass of complex 
problems with which he is now called upon 
to grapple are widely different, both in their 
character and magnitude, from those with 
which the City Commissioners had to deal 
some years ago, or from those which were 
resented by conditions at Dun Laoghaire, 
he has cause to anticipate many anxious and 
difficult hourts during early days to come. 
At such a juncture it may be, therefore, help- 
ful briefly to recall a few of the changes of 
the seven or eight eventful years which’ have 
passed since Mr. Hernon relinquished office 
at Cork Hill; changes which have extended 
and transformed the municipal ensemble of 
seyen years ago, and which now call for an 
entirely new and wider outlook from the civic 
watch-tower. 


GREATER DUBLIN 


First came the Greater Dublin Act, under 
which the Townships of Rathmines and Pem- 
broke, and considerable tracts of other 
suburban and rural areas, were incorporated 
in the city. Next came revolutionary 
advances in the scope and character of hous- 
ing policies and programmes; and, therewith, 
such developments in suburban expansion as 
to create a whole new series of social and 
economies problems. Risks of water shortages, 
comparatively remote in Mr. Hernon’s days 
of Commissionereship, became imminent and 
acute. . Dublin found itself a water-bound 
community, and is destined so to remain until, 
four-or five years hence, long delayed relief 
is forthcoming from Poulaphouca! Denied the 
sister-services of water-borne drainage facili- 
ties, designers of suburban housing colonies 
were driven to resort to costly and unsatisfac- 


Yet, were it 


tory temporary expedients for sewage dis- 
sal. o-day, aS a consequence of 
imitations so imposed, land acquisition 


costs within the water-bound area have 
risen to dangerously high levels, and 
there is little prospect that relief from such 
artificial. inflation will be forthcoming until 
networks of water supply and sewage services 
can be extended throughout many square 
miles of outer suburban areas, 


THE TRANSPORT DYNAMIC 


Concurrently with such restrictive factors 
came the centrifugal dynamic of mechanical 
road transport. Two forces came into, and 
remain in, active conflict. New transport 
facilities furnish a stimulus te the outward 
urge, while the lack of other public utility 
services ofkactively bars the road to dormitory 
expansion. To-day—witness the insistent 
demands of the County Council for exten- 
sions of services which are essential to house- 
building '—the conflict has reached conditions 
of intensity which were difficult, if not im- 
possible, to anticipate seven years ago! 
Then, consider some of the reverse effects 
of the transport dynamic as it has created 
and intensified problems of central conges- 
tion. Seven years ago the raga «gamle 
of thé tramcar was a contingency which gave 
little concern to the municipal authority. 
To-day it is in the forefront of transport 
possibilities. Seven years ago reference to 
problems of. parking and traffic regulations 
on the municipal agenda paper might have 
given rise to academic discussion. To-day 
such demands outrun the resources. and 
overtax the ingenuity of the civic 
counsellors. 


— 


. CENSUS REVELATIONS 


Seven years ago official estimates were 
made of population movements, and of the 
housing needs which such movements in- 
dicated. Last year such estimates were 
blown to pieces. The 1936 census revealed 
the fact that new rooftrees were required 
to shelter 80,000—not 40,000—additions 
to the civic population of 1926! Industries, 
which were unthought of when the City Com- 
missioners surveyed the municipal landscape, 
had multiplied, spread, and created new 
social and economic needs. The need. ‘or 
industrial and civic planning at last became 
obvious to the least umaginative of citizens— 
and was cfhcially recognided by. Ministers 
and the Oireachtas in the enactment of the 
Town and Regional Planning Bill—a measure 
which, in itself, opened up new and wider 
civic horizons, and called for the exercise of 
new powers of municipal prevision, Of such 
owers, incidentally, Mr. Hernon has already 
isplayed oF Beg ns by inviting the expert 
assistance of Mr. Mannin bertson, and 
presenting the citizens of Dun Laolghaire 
with the resuits of the first civic survey set 
carried out under the Planning Act.

Hence the need 
for rare Gombinations of preven ualities— 
for powers of initiative balanced by recep- 
ied of persuasion coupled with in- 
flexibility, for the courage to take personal 
decisions, and yet to remain tolerant of ad- 
verse criticism, and, in effect, to fill the 
sd UN of civie “ angel and housemaid com- 
ined. 


PUBLIC OPINION 


By the exercise of such qualities of initia- 
tive and restraint .the manager may go far 
to avoid embarrassment and deadlock; but 
there m another party to such “‘give and 
take ’’ methods of procedure. Mere lethargy 
or indifference on the part of public represen- 
tatives—to say nothing of obstructive tac- 
tics—may go far to paralyse executive activi- 
ties. From merely complacent assent ad- 
ministration has nothing to gain and much to 
lose, Without the intelligent exercise of 
public opinion, expressed through the agency 
of its chosen representatives or otherwise, 
loss of administrative driving force is in- 
evitable. To preserve the executive arm 
from dangers of atrophy the active and eym- 
pathetic co-operation of public representatives 
is indispensable, Which, being interpreted, 
means that any tendency to throw undue re- 
sponsibilities on managerial shoulders would 
inevitably militate at once against Mr, Her- 
non’s personal prospects of administrative 
success and against the general well-being of 
the community. 


FAVOURABLE OMENS 


Let us summarise. To-day a yeung man 
enters on @ gredt personal adventure, and 
the citizeng of Dublin upon a period of new 
and far-reaching changes in their municipal 
affairs. In one important respect the new 
manager should feel happy.. From his pre- 
decessors he inherits at least one priceless 
asset—a staff ot executive, legal, Gancial, 
engineering and. architectural advisers in 
whom any community might justly take 
pride. Granted the one remaining. essential 
to success—the driving force of sustained 
public interest in civic progress—all the omens 
are favourable, The way to big achievements 
may be long, and the wind sometimes seem 
cold, but ''the minstrel” is neither infirm 
nor old. -Let us wish him a happy voyage.

SIR HERBERT MAXWELL, BART. 


Sir Herbert Eustace Maxwell, Bart., artist, 
litterateur and antiquary, died on Saturday 
at his home at Monreith, Whauphill, Wigtown- 
shire, aged 92. 

One of the few politicians of the time of 
Disraeli and Gladstone atill alive, he wrote at 
the age of 87, a book of reminiscences, 
“ Evening Memories,” in which he gave some 
intimate glimpses of the lives of the great 
men of the period, :

Signor Mussolini’s significant reference 
to Germany’s right to a place in the 
African sun hag drawn world-wide atten- 
tion again to the, problem.of the former 
German colonies. There has been so much 
propaganda regarding this matter that

On the other hand, with 
the best. will in the world, the British 
Commonwealth hardly could afford at the 
present stage of world affairs to restore 
to Germany those colonial possessions 
that in one way or another have come 
under the British flag. German South- 
West Africa is administered by the 
Government of the Union, under a mian- 
date from the League. of Nations. . His 
Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom has nothing whatever to do with 
it, and has no more power to dispose of 
the colcny as it has to dispose of, 
les us say, Egypt. or Abyssinia. 
has. become essential to 
the preservation. of Commonwealth in- 
terests in the Indian Ocean. The develop-

entire strategy of imperial policy in that 
part of the ‘world, and in some respects 
Tanganyika is now as important to the 
British Commonwealth as Heligoland is 
to Germany or the Philippines are to the 
United States.

England's Boroughs 


To-day some 360 English cities and 
boroughs go to the polls to elect their 
civic rulers. In the twenty-cight London 
boroughs the elections are triennial. and 
allgthe members must offer themselves’ for 
re-election if they desire to retain their 
seats. Provincial cities and boroughs 
manage differently ; throughout the length | 
and breadth of England one-third of the 
I aldermen and councillors will retire, 
and either they or others will be elected 
to continue the responsible duty of ad. 
ministering great urban areas. The 
electors will have a wide choice of candi- 
dates, as every possible political com- 
plexion is represented in the thousands 
who seek to serve their fellows for 
the next three years. The last two 
municipal elections stemmed the tide which 
bronght the Labour Party into control of 
a large number of the. most. populous 
cities. This year that party is making a 
tremendous effort to regain the power 
which it wielded so generously until 1935. 
With more than a thousand candidates 
under its banner, the Labour Party 
demonstratestits vitality and its fighting 
qualities. Last year the greatest gains 
were made by Independents—a label which 
covers a motley assortment of candidates, 
from Fascist to Communist—with an 
rallied the rate-paying 
sections of the population to their support. 
These Independents are, in general, the 
nominees of organisations of ratepayers, 
and in a number of cities they are sup- 
ported by joint action of Liberal: and 
Conservative associations. This year Con 
servatives and Independents together just 
Labour 
Party, so that the contest is really 
between the Labour Party and a com- 
bination of its two older opponents. The 
most spectacular part of the contest will 
be staged in London, where fifteen out of 
the twenty-eight boroughs have been con 
trolled by Labour. To-day Labour will 
seek to strengthen its hold, and with a 
majority in the London County. Council 
its prospects seem to be more than good. 
London’s two million electors have a bad 
record in these municipal elections, with 
an average poll of less than one-third of 
the voters. It is believed that this apathy 
is more marked among the opponents of 
Labour tham among its supporters, and it 
is probably upon this calculation that Mr. 
Herbert Morrison bases his hopes. Three 
years ago over one-third of the electors 
recorded their voted, and the appeal of 
Sir Harold Webbe, the Municipal leader, 
may be heard this time.

Dictator of Europe 


Signor Mussolini is gradually allocating 
to himself the réle of dictator of all 
Europe. Because he was displeased at the 
outcome of the meeting of the Non-Inter- 
vention Committee on Friday he has 
decided. that Count Ciano shall not attend 
the meciny of the Nine-Power Conference 
in Brussels,‘ while he has recalled his 
Ambassador from. Paris because France 
has not yet recognised his victory over 
Abyssinia, by sending am Ambassador to 
Rome fully accredited to the Emperor of 
Abyssinia. At the same time he has 
announced that the Duke of Aosta is to re- 
Rese Marshal Graziani as Viceroy in 

taly’s conquest. Signor Mussolini has 
also taken upon himself to demand a 
place in the sun for Germany, meaning a 
return of ‘mandated territories now held 
by Great Britain. ,A question on this 
point is to be put in the House of Commons 
to-morrow by Mr. Sandys, who will ask 
Mr. Eden whether, in’ view of Signor 
Mussolini’s speech, he will inquire of the 
Italian Government which parts of Italy’s 
African possessions they are. prepared to 
offer to Germany, and what their attitude 
is. towards those clauses of the peace 
treaties by which Italy. acquired the large 
German-speaking districts of Southern 


' Tyrol. 


Conference on the Far East 


The Brussels Conference on the Far East 
conflict, which meets next Wednesday, will 
lose some of its importance by the refusal 
of Germany to accept the invitation; but, 
notwithstanding the absence of a delegate 
from Berlin, it is still possible that 
informal conversations affecting European 
questions may take place. Although the 
primary purpose of the Conference is to 
discuss the situation in the Far East, 
little progress can be made while Japan.

COURT OF GENERAL 
SYNOD DECISION 


HOLDING that five of twelve : 


charges alleging ecclesiastical 
offences, +e Nese against him by 
five petitioners, had 
Court of the General Synod of the 
Church of Ireland, presided over by 
the Primate of All-Ireland (Most 
Rev. Dr. D'Arcy), sitting in Armagh 
on Saturday, ordered the Rev. 
S,.R. S. Colquhoun, M.A., Incum- 
bent of the Church of St. John ‘the 
Evangelist, Sandymount, blin, to 
be suspended ad officio for a period “ 
of six months, and directed that the 
taxed costs of the petition be. borne 
by him. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Gregg, Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, dissented both 


from the decision in regard to one of 
the charges which was held to have 
been proven and from the sentence. 
Among the charges held to have been 
proved against Mr. Colquhoun were those 
relating to unauthorised ceremonies pef- 
mitted .to be pexformed by servers or 
acolytes during Service; the performance 
of acts of obesiance to the Lord’s. Table; 
the performance of an additional ceremony 
after Benediction ; the unlawful setting up 
of figures in the church known as the 
Stations of the Cross, and the making of 
the sign of the cross during Divine Servwice. 


“I SHALL CONTINUE ” 


Failing to secure a direction as to 
whether all the acts of obesiance which he 
described to the Court as having been per- 
formed during Divine Service were illegal, 
the Rev. Mr. Colquhoun declared that his 
acts were acts which, he trusted, “nothing 
on earth will stop me from doing... . 
shall continue todo them. . . and nothing 
wil prevent me making these reverences 
to Our Blessed Lord, because man must 
obey the law of God*‘rather than the law 
of man.”’ 

The proceedings of the Court occupied 
two days, evidence having been given in 
support of the petition that the Rev. Mr. 
Colquhoun had committed a number. of 
ecclesiastical offences, and also on behalf 
of. the respondent, on Friday. The 
petitioners were: Messrs. F. W. Christie, 
Cheviot avenue, Belfast; W. Chamney, 
Elgin road, Dublin; C. G. Henry, South 
Parade, Belfast; T. J°. P. McKeown, 
Cliftonpark avenue, Belfast; W. Roberts, 
Church road, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, 
and S. Stewart, Park avenue, Sandymount. 

The Court consisted, in addition to the 
Persident, of Archbishop of Dublin, the 
Bishop of Derry and Raphoe (the Right 
Rev. Dr. Peacocke), the Lord Chief 
Justice of Northern Ireland (Sir William 


Moore), Lord Justice Best (Northern 
Ireland High Court of Appeal), Mr. 


Justice FitzGibbon (Free State Supreme 
Court), and Judge Thompson (Recorder 
of Belfast). 

In a previous petition heard in October, 
1936, judgment was given by the Court of 
the General Synod against the Rev. Mr. 
Colquhoun in respect of a number of 
charges relating to ecclesiastical offences, 
and he gave an undertaking to the Court 
that the offences then alleged would not be 
repeated. 

On Saturday, when he replied to the 
present charges, he drew a — 
between them and those previously pre- 
ferred against him, in ‘support of his 
submission that he had carried out his 
undertaking and had not repeated the 
offences. 

Dealing with the first charge—that the 
prayers were said in an inaudible voice— 
the Rev. Mr. Colquhoun -aid that he 
recognised that he was bound by the 
rubric in the ‘Book of Common Prayer 
directing that the Minister “shall say 
Service in a distinct and audible voice.” 
fo make sure that. he did not fail to 
observe the rubric he asked a person who 
attended the church every Sunday, and 
occupied a place at the greatest. possibld 
distance from the Holy Table, to teil him 
if, and when, the words of the prayer 
could be heard distinctly in that position. 
Respondent asserted unhesitatingly that 
since the judgment of the Court of the 
General Synod on October 7th of last year, 
he had said all those prayers enumerated 
in the charge in a distinct and audible 
voice, and did so upon the dates mentioned 
in the petition. 

The Lord Chief Justice observed that 
this was a mere statement as it stood, and 
was unsupported hy evidence. The Court 
would have to act on the evidence. 


‘SERVERS EMPLOYED 


With regard to the second charge—con- 
cerning the causing or permitting divers 
acts’ to be performed by servers or 
acolytes—the respondent said that that 
charge seemed to him -to be altogether 
different from the charge on the same sub- 
ject which the Court had found’ proved 
last year. He did not understand from 
the former decision that the Court had 
decided that the employment of a server 
was unlawful... Since the finding of the 
Court he had endeavoured so to restrict 
and confine the acts of servers as to ensure 
that nothing should be done by them 
which could fairly be described as a rite 
or ceremony contrarv to the canons or 
rubrics. It was attested from the earliest 
times that the celebrating priest should 
be assisted in performing the lhturgical 
worship of the Church by attendants and 
helpers. He admtted that servers were 
employed during the Office of Hely Com- 
munion, but was not aware that the Court 
had decided that the employment of 
servers was an unlawful practice. He

Chief Justice Best again observed that 
the statement made by the respondent was 
“merely a statement, and they would have 
to act upon the evidence unless evidence 
was given to the contrary, 


ACT OF REVERENCE 


Primate—Do you still make any act of 
reverence to the Holy Table? 

Respondent—I do not make reverence at 
any time to the Holy Table: I do not 
think of the Holy Table. 

Primate—Yes, but do you make reverence 
at any stage? 

The Chief Justice again observed that 
he thought the respondent, if he wished 
to lend weight to his statements, should 
go into the witness box. ' 

. The Rev. Mr. Colquhoun ‘then decided 
to make a declaration and give evidence. 

' Continuing his statement, the respondent 

said that he knelt ‘after the prayer of 
Consecration and before Holy Communion, 
and while saying his silent prayers before 
Communion he bowed at the mention of 
the Holy Name. It was hard for him to 
believe that any act of reverence other 
than obeisance to the Holy Table was for- 
bidden. 

Speaking to the charge relating to the 
use of lighted candies on the Communion 
Table, the respondent said that he had 
candles‘ lighted when they were necessary 
for illamination purposes. He attached 
no importance to any doctrinal or sym- 
-bolic meaning in the lighting of candles 

In reply to the Lord Chief Justice, the 
respondent agreed that there was a light- 
ing system in the church, but explained 
that the use of the candles was a question 
of preference for them. 

He denied having made the Sign of the 
Crass on any of the occasions mentioned, hav- 
ing entirely abandoned the practice before 
the people since the decision of the last 
Court, confining himself to its use during the 
saving of silent prayers at the Offertory 
and in the few minutes between the Conse- 


eration and the Communion, and not coram 


populo. There was something specially hor- 
rible about attacks upon the Cross, the 
symbol of their faith. He honestly did not 
believe that the judgment of the Court last 
year went beyond the prohibition of the 


making of the Sign of the Cross during the 


Service. That the Church of Ireland pro- 
hibited the Sign of the Cross during prayer 


‘was a horror, and he hoped it had not been 


se decided.

USE OF HYMNS 

He denied that he had remained standin 
while he and the people made the Genera 
Confession, and he repudiated the suggestion 
of wilful contempt, contumacy, neglect, viola- 
tion and disobedience. He contended that 
there were no grounds for the charge regard- 
ing the use of hymns not prescribed in the 
ofhce of Holy Communion. He contended 
that the charge relating to the consumption 
of wine,and water and the permitting of an 
acolyte to pour liquid from two vessels into 
the cup and the reading of a passage from 
Scripture—which was known in the Roman 
Catholic Mass as the Last Go 
fail because the Service of Holy Communion 
was over before the acts complained of were 
done. in the Lincoln judgment (1890) it was 
taken for granted that the Service of Holy 
Communion was over at that time. One 
would think from the reading of the charge 
that even a passage from Holy Scripture 
became objectionable to the petitioners 
if 1t happened to be used in connection with 
the Roman Catholic Mass. What, he read 
on,most Sundays was the opening verses of 
St. John’s Gospel, but if a festival fell u 
a Sunday, and the Gospel of the festival had 
been read as that for the day, then after the 
Service he read the Gospel of the Sunday, 
which had been omitted. He used to read 
that portion of Scripture inaudibly, but when 
requested by members of the congregation to 
do so audibly, he saw no reason why any 
resent should not hear the words 
of tha Holy Gospels, and ne complied with 
the request, It never occurred to him that 
it could be illegal to read Holy Scripture in 
Church to any persons who wished to hear it. 

Replying to the allegations that he had set 
“up or maintained in-the church and attached 
to the walls “certain representations of 
figures in plaster purporting to represent 
scenes of Our Lord’s Passion, and commonly 
known as tha Stations of the Cress and 
Passion, some of which related to legendary 
and superstitious scenes not part of Gospel 
history, and tended to encourage and dis- 
seminiate false doctrine, and had been used, 
and “were likely to be used, for purposes of 
adoration,” the respondent submitted that 
the allegations were not questions involving 
ritual or doctrine, and that, consequently, 
the petitioners hal their remedy by taking 
action in the diocesan court, from which 
they had right of appeal to the General 
Synod. The representations showed the re- 
ligious spirit, seeking an apprehension of the 
truth, which is deeper and mare vivid for 
many persons than the rationalised expres- 
sion of it in the words of dogmatic state- 
ment, There being no question involving 
doctrine or ritual, the Court could not have 
eognisance of the charge. There were some 
people who did not use the Stations, and 
others who did, and his congregation was 
such that those who did not use them rejoiced 
that those who used them should have them.

THE PROBLEM FOR JESUS 


The problem for Jesus was concerned with 
principles not unlike those which face the 
Church everywhere to-day. He was'a loyal 
Jew, nourished in the main traditions of the 
chosen people, giving due value to the 
institutional system of which He was a mem- 
ber. How was He, however, to set free the 
inner life of the spirit in an institution which , 
had hardened from a fellowship into an ex- 
clusive dogma—how was He to recover a 
corporate witness to the love of the Father of 
all'mankind ? The freedom of the spirit which 
He sought had its climax on the Cross, but | 
before that He laboured. by parable and pre- 
cept to penetrate the hard crust of legalism of 
the Pharisees and ag oye and followed up 
His positive teaching by definite attacks on 
the misuses of the moral laws of God. ‘ Woe 
unto you scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites.” 
“Woe unto you lawyers also” So His 
enemies persecuted Him to the Cross because 
His teaching was a liberating force in 
Judaism to place the customs of Moses in 
subordination to the laws; of love and of 
righteousness.

hesitating primitive Ecclesia. 


THE CHURCH OF IRELAND | 


It will be admitted with sorrow every 
loyal member of the Church that the Christian 
system has failed to meet the ethical and 
social needs of the modern world. No nation 
to-day looks to the Church for guidance in 
fundamental questions of conduct, The,nations 
do not trust the sincerity of Christian de- 


nominations. believe that our judg- 
ments are al, determined “á our own 
local interests, lacking-.siacerity—that Divine 


parity of heart which alone can see the truth 


as sees it. Every denomination 
has erected some artificial barrier. or 
other, which interferes with its line of 


vision on the road to righteousness and the. 
Kingdom of God, If the Church of Christ 
were definitely committed to maintain the 
ethic of Jesus as the absolute rule of con- 
duct, the energies of the war-makers would 
be directed to Evangelism, and to the re- 
moval of social degradation from our cities 
and villages. : 

Our concern is with our own Church of 
Ireland. Our desire is to see her fulfil her 
mission in our own country. Has the Church 
of Ireland created & complex in the con- 
science of her members by giving absolute 
values to subordinate issues? There are 
many loyal members of our communion who 
think that the rigidity of her ritual laws 
have established an artificial standard of 
morality. baine is. judged, not by 
obedience to the life of prayer and Sacra- 
ment, not by acceptance of the- discipline of 
fast and festival, of penitence and Eucharist ; 
these are the main concern of the Prayer 


Book, yet their neglect causes no protest 
where yo occur in many parishes. Nor is 
loyalty judged by that hunger and thirst for 


social righteousness which the Gospel pro- 
claims. Men are paid to come from Belfast 
every year to take note of the ritual in 
Dublin churches. We might have thought 
their mission; as Christians, would be to join 
in our fight against gambling, drunkenness 
and sexual sin—or to share in our struggle 
against poverty and disease and the mal. 
nutrition of countless mothers and children. 
But no! We have reversed the Christian 
order. Christ's judgment is a social judc- 
ment :—‘‘ I was an hungerd and ye gave Me 
no meat. I was a stranger and ye took Me not 
in, naked and ye clothed Me not, sick and in 
rison and ye visited Me not. Depart from 

e ye cursed.” This is the ultimate 
standard of hum»: conduct requiring con- 
stant effort to maintain. W/hen the Cluréh 
of Jreland attacres the severest legal 
penalties to breaches of her ceremonial law 
she weakens he. conception of the moral law, 
and is in grave danger of reverting to the 
Judaism which Jesus lived and died to 
destroy, Mercy and peace and righteousness 
can never flourisu on any terms other than 
those which Christ has ordained.

The statement that ‘‘ it seems inconcciv- 
able, and also useless, to accept even the 
hypothesis of redistribution of colonial 
mandates”’ is contained in the party 
declaration voted at the end of the 
Radical-Socialist Congress here to-day. 

The party dec] ration had been voted 
unanimously, except for one dissentient. 
In general, it follows the resolution on 
foreign policy voted earlier during the 
Conference, 

On foreign policy, the resolution praises 
M. Delbos, the Foreign Minister, and 
voices the hope that he will continue his 
policy of firmness in regard to Spain and 
peace in general. 

Appreciation is expressed of the 
attempts made by the Government for the 
organisation of collective security within 
the League. The statement declares that 
for real European peace it is necessary 
to work for the amelioration of inter- 
national economic relations.

The three 
blended ‘together made ‘something. which, 
sometimes, could be called an art. veh 

After speaking of the verse play, he said 
that there was one very definite tendency 
in the theatre which he disliked very much. 
lt was the “ modern” historical play, and by 
“ modern” he meant anything in which the 
history was not more than 50 ig. old: the 
play which dealt with a Parnell, a Gladstone, 
a Dreyfus, a Zola, or a Queen Victoria ; 

“I object to that type oí historical play, ' 
said Mr. Robinson, ' as an artist, because 
I think that the author is taking an unfair 
advantage; is loading the dico in his cwn 
favour.”* 

Mr. Robinson then quoted as an example 
“The [nvincibles,’’ and remarked that people 
would bring to plays of that type some Fed 
conceived interest in the characters. ey 
would be for or against certain people. 

Recently a friend had remarked to him 
about “Phe Invincibles’’: ‘* It is impossible 
to know whether or not this is a good play. 
Jt is too near to our personal history, our 
personal knowledge. We are biassed.” 

Mr. Sean O'Casey, continued Mr. Robinson, 
had treated histo#y of the past ten years in 
three masterly plays, with one exception— 
“a voice at a window.” He had never 
used a character that would ever be written 
in history, but it was significant that the 
protest about ““ The Plongh and the Stars” 
bad arisen chiefly because Pearse’s words were 
used cutside some window. “You can 
imagine how revolting it would have been to 
some people if Pearse had appeared on the 
stage, and that is exactly the revolt | feel,’’ 
said the speaker.
